Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1,4-16 and 23-27 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 1, 4-16 and 23-27 are allowed since there is no prior art of record that 
teaches or suggests a print circuit board assembled in a liquid crystal display 
comprising a relationship of various elements as claimed with the specific allowable 
subject matter cited in the following claims: 
Claim 1: 

• a printed circuit board assembled in a liquid crystal display, fixed on a lower 
surface of plastic frame and connecting to liquid crystal display panel by a flexible 
flat cable extending along a sidewall of plastic frame 

• a passivation film, taped on a lower surface of printed circuit board as an electric 
shielding and extending further to cover the flexible flat cable 

Claims 1 1 and 23: 

• a plurality of flexible flat cables, extending from an edge of the printed circuit 
board to a liquid crystal panel 

• a grounding pin formed on the printed circuit board 

• a passivation film, covering an exposed surface of the printed circuit board as an 
electric shielding 

• a conductive film, taped on both grounding pin and a metal cover of the liquid 
crystal display to transport segregated charges on the print circuit board to 
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environment, and taped along the edges of the printed circuit board to fix 
passivation film 

Claims 4-10, 12-16 and 24-27 are allowed since they depend on allowable claim 1,11 
and 23, respectively. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicants disclosure. 

Admission discloses a liquid crystal display comprising a liquid crystal 
display panel; a plastic frame; a metal cover; a printed circuit board; a flexible 
cable extending along a side wall of plastic frame; a grounding pin extending 
from an edge of printed circuit board to the outside. 

Yarita et al (US 6,411,353) discloses a conductive film formed on a 
grounding pin of a printed circuit board and another sidewall of a metal cover. 
Yarita et al lacks disclosure of a conductive film taped along the edges of the 
printed circuit board to fix passivation film.
